scarce, and ttye demand for experi­ 
enced farm help continues good." 


Improvement in the St. Paul employ­

was

"very 
slight,” shoe factories being quiet, hut 
other lines showing some 
improve­ 
ment. The most satisfactory improve­ 
ment in the state, however, is found 
by Mr. Jones in the northeastern sec­ 
tion. 


"With the opening of navigation," he 
said, "increased mining operations and 
a big road building program, unem­ 
ployment in Duluth and vicinity has 
been greatly diminished."

BACCALAUREATE SERMON 


Rev. Fred Errington Addressed High 
School Class of 1922 and Friends 
at Assembly Room 


The baccalaureate sermon was giv­ 
en Sunday evening at the assembly 
room of the high school by Rev. Fred 
E rrington, pastor of the 
First 
Con­ 
gregational church, and in 
his 
a d ­ 
dress to the high school class of 192 2 
num bering seventy, and their many 
friends and relatives assembled, the 
pastor laid stress on the ideal of sac­ 
rifice and service. 
T aking for his text the word “ But 
so it shall not be among 
you: 
hut 
whosoever shall he great among you, 
shall be your minister; and whoso­ 
ever of you will be the chiefest, shell 
be servant of all. 
For even the Son 
of man came not to 
be 
ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to give his 
life a ransom for many,” 
Rev. 
E r ­ 
rington said tha t although the m em­ 
bers of the class of 192 2 came from 
homes of differing religious viewpoint, 
nevertheless it was possible to empha­ 
size things common to the religious 
cultus, these being Service and Sacri­ 


fice. 
The religious cultus has weaken­ 
ed during the past It)’ years and the 1 
question which is being asked today j 
is: “What is to he the 
new 
empha­ 
sis?" "What are the things 
that 
re­ 
main?” 
In attempting to avoid an 
emphasis on anything particularistic 
or differentiating one can affirm that 
service and sacrifice are common to 
the history of the race. 
These take 
us back to Cain’s question "Am I My 
brother’s keeper?” 
Back to the sac­ 
rifice of Abel; up through the eeutm 
irs to the sacrifice of Christ and to 
the blood of sprinkling that spenketh 
better things than that of Abel; for­ 
ward again through centuries of time 
with their histories writ on hlood-red 
pages; up to the Magna Charta and 
forward to the cry of 
Colonel 
John 
Mi Urea: "Take up our quarrel w ith 
the foe. to yon from falling hands we 
throw the torch; Be yours to hold it 
high, 
lf ye break faith with us who 
die. 
We shall not sleep, though pop­ 
pies grow in Flanders fields.” 
Forever, there is service ami sacri­ 
fice. The class of 1922 is here tonight 
because of sacrifice and is itself the 
result of 
multitudinous 
ministries. 
For whatever else life may reveal, it 
abundantly shows the fact of inter­ 
dependence. 
That there is no reduc­ 
tion of energy and no destructibility 
of matter are no more proven than is 
the fact of tile solidarity of the race. 
And the supreme moment in life is the 
moment of identification 
with 
the 
world of men and the intelligent pur­ 
pose behind the universe. 
Then 
is 
horn the sense of relationship 
(lie 
knowledge that we are all children 
in the Father's house. 
And to serve 
effectively in these relationships one 
must he unspoilededly human. 
Jesus 
taught thiH in his reply to the question 
of the rich young ruler whom he ad­ 
vised to get rid of is wealth which 
constituted a harrier between himself 
and humanity. 
And in the parable of 
the Pharisee and publican he empha­ 
sised the same lesson. 
Again when 
the lawyer came to him and asked 
"Who is my neighbor?” Jesus brush­ 
ed aside the superficial, 
would 
not 
heed 
sophistication 
and 
said 
“ Be­ 
gone!” to technicalities. 
Jesus told 
the story of the Good Samaritan and 
commanded “Go thou and 
do 
like­ 
wise.” 
The trite servant of the race 
must he conscious 
of 
Identification 
with the race. 
“For even the Son of 
man came not to he ministered unto 
but to minister. 
The Son of man rep­ 
resented the ideal of the 
race 
and 
identification with that 
Ideal. 
lie 
might have led. 
He might have been 
wealthy. 
He knew the psychology of 
the crowd and he might have exploit­ 
ed the crowd. 
But he came to minis 
ter. 
I. 
Servile is an imperious obliga 
tion to those who recognize human 
solidarity.

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LEAGUE OE NATIONS MANO ATES COSTLY 


SEVERAL months ago the secretariat of the League of Nations 
reported that some twenty-three or twenty-four of its constitu­ 
ent members had never come across with their dues, and he lately 
has presented a set of figures purporting to show that the assess­ 
ments are not burdensome. 
It appears, however, that Great B ritain’s League expense 
is by no means a trifling m atter. Winston Churchill, British Colo­ 
nial Secretary, recently told the House of Commons'that it has cost 
his government a billion and a half dollars (to date for the pur­ 
pose of m aintaining its mandate for Mesopotamia and Palestine 
alone, and the expense is still running on. 
But, of course, Great Britain has not been sinking money for 
this mandate out of pure philantropy. 
There are rich oil fields 
and other concessions there, and the shrewd British mind has no 
doubt figure/! out a substantial offset. 
Still, if this guardianship 
is for the benefit of all, as has been alleged, wiry should a single 
nation bear the cost? 
If the United States had swallowed the League proposition, 
it would very likely now be holding the bag with one or two very 
costly mandates— it was proposed to give it devastated Armenia— 
a few side wars to carry on in administering the mandate, and 
nothing coming in bult all going out, while Europe in the mean­ 
while enjoyed the pick of the business. 
It is lucky, indeed, for 
chits country, that the Senate flatly rejected Mr. Wilson’s League 
of Nations treaty. 


OCK INTERNATIONAL DEALINGS 


T he world has been given a number of derruonst ratio us by 
the United States of 'the American idea rn international dealings. 
About 25 years ago we returned to China the money paid us as 
indemnity for the Boxer uprising; we almost knocked the world 
cold when we paid Spain for the Philippines after taking the 
islands in a fair fight; we made the Cubans a gift of Cuba; we 
have been so long suffering With Mexico that we have almost sac­ 
rificed our self respect; we asked nothing and have taken nothing 
in the way of indemnities foe the late war*. 
These things are all well known to the various nations o f 
Europe, and we do not doubt that. deep down in their hearts they 
look upon cur attitude as simply one of weak sentimentalism. 
Such actions are never heard of in European affairs of state, 
where might makes right and the weaker nations are always the 
sufferers. 


AMERMAN EXTORT TRADE GROWING 


Reforts of foreign trade made to the Department of Com­ 
merce show that more than $2,192,000,000 worth of goods flowed 
from American mills and factories to all corners of the earth in 
the last twelve months. 
The glowing American foibign trade is now 56 j>er cent 
manufactured and partly manufactured products. 
Exportation 
of completely manufactured products in a state ready for con­ 
sumption totaled $1,171,000,000 in the last twelve months. Goods 
partly manufactured totaled $291,000,000 and foodstuffs complete­ 
ly manufactured $650,000,000. 
Export of raw m aterials amount­ 
ed to $996,000,000 for the year, and of crude foodstuffs $603,- 
000,000.

I hese figures indicate that cu r export trade is steadily grow­ 
ing, notwithstanding the opinions so freely expressed to the con­ 
trary by free trade calamity howlers.
